story of its transformation into a busy 
industrial community is a good illus- 
tration of the pluck and indomitable 
will to which America owes its Indus 
trial supremacy. The mine Is located 
at the summit of a mountain, three 
thousand feet above tile sea-level. 
The physical difficulties that had to 
lie overcome were enormous. 

The ore body averages twenty-five 
to thirty per cent pure arsenic. It is 
found in fissure veins, cropping out 
at the surface and extending into the 
earth for an unknown distance. 
Twenty distinct veins have been dis 
covered, outcropping for a distance of 
seven miles, so that the deposits are 
extensive enough to supply the world’s 
demands for an indefinite period. 

From the time when the ore enters 
the crushers until the finished prod¬ 
uct reaches the casks It is untouched 
by human hands. It Is carried along 
from point to point by automatic nr 
rangements through each process of 
manufacture. The impalpable dust 
and poisonous gases generated are so 
dangerous that the atmosphere of the 
plant has to he kept pure by artificial 
means. As a further precaution the 
works are provided with Dot and cold 
baths, of which the men are required 
to make use as soon as their daily task 
is completed. 

At the present time the output Is 
three tons of white arsenic a day. 
When one stops to think of them, 
these figures contain some startling 
possibilities. The output for four days 
would furnish a fatal dose for every 
man, woman and child In the United 
States. In a few weeks the plant could 
turn out enough arsenic to wipe out 
the entire population of the globe. 


MINING ARSENIC. J 


A Virginia farmer, up among tb ■ 
foot-hills of the Blue Ridge Moun 
tains, cleared a new field and pastur¬ 
ed his cows there. Before long the ani¬ 
mals sickened and one died. Think¬ 
ing that perhaps the spring which 
bubbled from the rocks in apparent 
purity might he the cause, the fanner 
caused Its waters to lie analyzed. It 
w as found that they contained arsenic 
in such quantities as to render them 
dangerous to man and beast. Tills 
discovery, says the Boston Herald, led 
to an Industry, unique, not only in (he 
United States, hut in the western 
hemisphere; that is, the mining of ar¬ 
senic ores and the manufacture of 
white arsenic, for the supply of which 
America has hitherto depended en 
tlreiy upon foreign markets. 

Arsenate is mined in Japan. Italy. 
Portugal, Spain, Germany and Eng¬ 
land. Its uses arp many. As a poi¬ 
son it has been known from very ear¬ 
ly times. The peasant, women of Aus¬ 
tria consume large quantities of it. 
having faith in its virtues as a beau 
tifier. and the men of the same region 
are addicted to Its use in the mistaken 
belief that it increases their bodily 
strength and endurance. 

Arsenic is a useful mineral. It is 
used in the manufacture of glass, 
white metal, Paris green and a great 
variety of paints; in printing calico. 
In making toilet soap, cosmetics and 
complexion powders; In the manufac¬ 
ture of fireworks and as a constituent 
of many alloys. For these and simi¬ 
lar purposes between five and six 
thousand tons are imported Into the 
United States every year. The aver¬ 
age value of white arsenic may be 
placed at about eighty-five dollars a 
ton. 

It was only about a year ago that 
the arsenic ore was discovered In Vir¬ 
ginia; then the mountain top round the 
present mining town of Brlnton was 
an almost unbroken wilderness. The

To Make Study of Pneumonia. 

New York.—Thirty hospitals in va¬ 
rious large cities in every section of 
the country have promised active co¬ 
operation in the pneumonia investiga¬ 
tion recently begun by a special com 
mission of eminent specialists under 
the direction of the Department of 
Health of this city. The laboratory 
investigations will be carried on in 
Boston, Philadelphia, Saranac Lake 
and at three laboratories in this city. 
The clearing-house or central labora¬ 
tory of the investigation will be at 
the headquarters of the Department 
<jf Health here. Hospitals in Balti¬ 
more, Washington, Chicago, St. 
Louis, Kansas City, San Francisco, 
Buffalo, Helena, Minneapolis, Denver 
and twenty other cities equally scat¬ 
tered, and in Montreal, Canada, will 
carry on the field work. 


A street car with a 
trailer attached got beyond control of 
the motorman and crashed through 
the guard gates at the Queen Btreet 
crossing of the Grand Trunk Railway. 
A freight train struck the forward 
car, grinding it to splinters. Every 
passenger on the street car was injur¬ 
ed, two dying soon after being taken 
from the wreckage and two at the 
hospital. Tlie forward'ear was struck 
fairly in the center and completely 
demolished. The vestibule, from 
which the motorman had jumped, was 
carried up the track one hundred 
yards. The trailer was overturned 
and all the windows were smashed, 
but the body of the car remained in¬ 
tact. 


Washington.— Yellow fever has ap¬ 
peared again in Cuba. Four cases r* 
centiy have been reported through the 
Marine Hospital service of the United 
States. Two in Punta de Sai, across 
the bay from Santiago de Cuba, and 
two in Havana. 

These have been the first known 
cases of the disease on the island 
since it was stamped out by the med¬ 
ical and military authorities of the 
United States during American occu¬ 
pation. “Yellow Jack” has been un¬ 
known since early in 1900. 

It is also learned that the Cuban 
Government is neglecting sanitary 
precautions. The streets are no long¬ 
er cleaned. Saieguards are dropped. 
Petty politics has resulted in an al 
most complete abandonment of the 
wise course pursued by the Amer¬ 
icans. It is said In official circles 
here that the Cubans are paving the 
way for an epidemic of yellow fever, 
which will subject the entire South¬ 
ern seacoast of the United States to 
danger, and which may result in the 
adoption of unusual measures by this 
country under the Platt amendment.

Found Guilty of Forgery. 

Portland, Or. — Heury Meldrum, 
formerly United States Surveyor, has 
been found guilty of forgery on twen- 
ty-oue counts by a jury in the United 
States District Court. This is the 
first conviction in tbo so-called land 
fraud cases now pending before Unit¬ 
ed States District Judge C. B. Bellin¬ 
ger. Meldrum was accused of having, 
while United States Surveyor, forged 
the names of eighteen persons to ap¬ 
plications for surveys of laud in Har¬ 
ney county, Oregon, west and south¬ 
west of Harney lake. The contract 
for surveying this land was awarded 
to Rufus S. Moore, Meldrum's 
nephew, for 83500. 


Millions Are Not Claimed. 

The funds in official custody in Eng¬ 
land awaiting claimants amount to an 
enormous sum. During the recent par¬ 
liamentary session questions were 
asked as to these unclaimed deposits, 
and several returns on the subject 
have been made. The total balances 
in the hands of the paymaster general 
were $273,012,305 on Feb. 28, 1903. 

In the chancery division a large por¬ 
tion of this great fund is dormant, but 
as a fund is not considered as un¬ 
claimed until it has not been adjudi¬ 
cated by the court for fifteen years, 
the proportion due to missing owners 
cannot be estimated, but is an enor¬ 
mous amount. Many persons are neg¬ 
ligent in collecting government securi¬ 
ties and dividends, or have died with¬ 
out leaving heirs who have demanded 
the funds. The balance of government 
stock and dividends unclaimed for ten 
years in the hands of the national 
debt commissioners on March 31, 1904, 
was $13,912,005. The government lias 
taken over $5,000,000 of this fund for 
current expenses. 

Similar appropriations of these un¬ 
claimed funds were made by the gov¬ 
ernment in 1791 and 1808, and in 1803 
Gladstone canceled not less than $16,- 
(100,000 of the unclaimed stock. A 
large estute, $720,000, that of Mrs. 
Helen Blake, reverted to the crown iu 
1883 in default of claimants who were 
able to prove their right to estate. 


While a band ot sheep belonging to 
U. S. Cowles of Oregon, were feeding 
in tiie Wildcat mountains, just over 
the Nevada line, ten men suddenly 
appeared ou the scene and, with 
rifles, began to slaughter the animals. 
They frightened the herder away and 
kept up their bloody work until over 
two hundred of the sheep had been 
killed and the remainder were scat¬ 
tered over the surrounding country. 
The men had their faces blackened 
and were otherwise disguised, but the 
herder claims that they were vaqueros 
hired by cattle men, and that they in¬ 
tended to kill all of the sheep. Cowles 
and his assistant immediately started 
a search for the offenders, but were 
not able to capture them. A strong 
guard has been placed iu that portion 
of the mountains, and should the men 
appear a fierce fight is looked for.

lie might perform for a few minutes | 
one-half horse power of work, but to ‘ 
keep this up for any great length of 
time would lie impossible. 

Thus the gain in forcing horses to 
do a part of the world’s work was ] 
enormous. One horse could exhaust a 1 
dozen men in a single day, and still be 
ready for tin* next day's work. 

The measurement of a horse's power 
j for work was first ascertained by \ 
Watt, tin* father of the modern steam | 
engine, and he expressed this in terms 
that hold to-day. lie experimented 
with a great number of heavy brew¬ 
ery horses to satisfy himself that his 
unit of measurement for work was 
correct. After many trials ho ascer¬ 
tained that the average brewery liorse 
I was doing work equal to that required 
I to raise 330 pounds of weight KM) feet 
' high in one minute, or 33JXX) pounds 
' one foot in one minute. So lie called : 
J this one horse power. 

This work, however, is not continu- 
i ous, for tin* horse would have to back 
I up after each pull to lower the line 
j of the pulley, and thus he would work 
four hours a day In pulling 330 pounds 
j In the air at the rate of 100 feet a 
! minute, and four hours in slacking up 
! the rope. Consequently no horse can 
j actually perform continuously wlnit is 
generally called one horse power. The 
i horse was never born that could tug 
j at a rope for eight hours a day, pull- 
! ing '330 pounds 100 feet each minute 
1 without rest or change. Consequently, 

| when we speak of horse power we re 
! for only to the average work a horse 
can do in one minute, that is to say, 
the rate at which lie can work. 

A strong man might pull half that 
! weight 1(H) feet In the air In two min¬ 
utes, hut he could not repeat the oper- 
I ation many times without being ex- 
i hausted. 

For all needful purposes tlie expres¬ 
sion of one liorse power is accurate 
; enough, and practically shows the 
j measurement of an average horse’s 
| abilities for working. As a rule a 
strong man can in eight hours’ work 
I at the rate of about one-tentli of one 
j horse power; that is, it would require 
! ten men to pull 320 pounds 100 feet in 
! tlie air in a minute, and then slack up 
and repeat the operation throughout 
the eight hours of a working day. The 
world’s gain in labor when horses 
were first employed to help man in 
his work was thus tenfold.—St. Nicho¬ 
las.
